Some critics of the Warren Commission's 
findings have suggested that the second bullet 
was fired by another assailant facing the Presi- 
dent’s car. 

Lnttimer said the X-rays proved without a 
doubt that the front and rear wounds in the 
slain President were caused by the same bullet 
which passed through Kennedy’s body and then 
struck then-Texus Gov. John Connally who 
vvr.3 riding in the President’s car. 

Luttimei ->aid there was no evidence of a
